Union Mission 
Prepares For 
Winter

With the holidays just around 
the comer, the Kansas City Union 
Mission is preparing to help the 
needy and homeless. 

The Kansas City Union Mission 
has been in existence since 1924. 
They help the needy and home- 
less every single day. They have a 
total of 40 volunteers and employ- 
ees including a part-time nurse. 
The Kansas City Union Mission is 
a Christian organization, and they 
have a rehabilitation program for 
alcoholics, convicts, and people 
trying to get a job after not being 
able to find one on their own. 

Dan Doty, the superintendent 
of theK.C. Union Mission, saidthat 
they have "more than 90 tempo- 
rary shelters available for individu- 
als and many shelters forfamilies.” 
Doty couldn't give an exact num- 
ber of people who are fed in a year, 
but he said they “feed about 400 
different men each month." This 
has been the same number for 
several years and families need- 
ing help are increasing. He also 
said, “in the last 20 years the aver- 
age age of people helped has 
lowered to 30 years old." 

The K.C. Union Mission will 
start setting up their boxes at local 
food stores to collect can goods. 
The public is their main sources of 
donations. When Thanksgiving 
and Christmas come around, 
there are special dinners and pro- 
grams planned. During Christmas, 
Doty said, 'they have food baskets 
donated which feed between 100- 
125 families." 

Even though they don’t have a 
shortage of food at the present 
time, nor have they ever had a 
major shortage, Doty said, "any- 
body wishing to donate money, 
food, or clothing is encouraged to 
call the K.C. Union Mission.”

Am I Eligible for the Dean’s List?

How does an Avila College 
student acquire the honor of being 
named to the Dean’s list? A num- 
ber of students and faculty were 
asked this question. Some of the 
replies received stated the correct 
criteria for eligibility, but over half 
of the people questioned said, “I 
don’t know... I think..." 

Recently, a member of the 
Examiner staff noticed the Dean’s 
list had grown much longer in the 
recent year. They wondered if this 
was due to less difficult classed or 
a higher achieving group of stu- 
dents. 

After research and interview, 
the answers to these questions 
were attained. Avila College has a 
committee which sets most of the 
academic policies. It is the Aca- 
demic Affairs Committee. This 
governing body is made up of the 
Academic Dean, the Chairperson 
of each academicdepartment, two 
student government officers, with 
the Registrar serving as the re- 
corder. 

In the March 27, 1987 Aca- 
demic Affairs meeting, Sister Bar- 
bara Moore of the Nursing depart- 



ment, suggested that only twelve 
credit hours be required for stu- 
dent to be eligible for the Dean’s 
list. The policy at the time stated 
that students must have fifteen 
credit hours and receive a 3.5 
grade point average to be named 
to the Dean’s list. The Academic 
Dean at the time was Dean Rich- 
ard Scott. He charged Sister with 
the task of investigating the poli- 
cies of other colleges. 

It was found that most schools 
required students to carry twelve 
hours to be eligible for their Dean's 
list. Discussion were held on the 
findings. The committee felt that 
twelve hours eligibility would be 
more fair to those students in 
upper-division courses who could 
only carry twelve hours because of 
the difficulty of the courses they 
were required to take. They also 
felt that the policy should be con- 
sistent with other college policies. 
Therefore, the change was ap- 
proved and went into affect the fall 
of 1987. At this time, the change 
was published in the Academic 
Affairs Committee meeting min- 
utes. 



Student Government officers 
are a part of the Academic Affairs 
Committee in order to keep the 
student body informed on policies 
and to give the student a voice in all 
policy action. They take informa- 
tion from meeting and report to the 
Student Government who also are 
to be representatives of the stu- 
dent body. 

As students, there are way we 
can keep informed of policies and 
changes so that we know the an- 
swers to our questions about the 
education we are paying to re- 
ceive. Academic Affairs Commit- 
tee meeting minutes are published 
and are available anytime. The 
Student Government holds open 
forums to give students a chance 
to voice their questions. Ask ques- 
tions. The people who are involved 
in these committees are easy to 
find and willing to answer ques- 
tions. Finally, the student govern- 
ment is made up of students and is 
for the students. Talk to the mem- 
bers, ask them questions, be in- 
volved in what is happening with 
your money, your school and your 
education.

A Kind and 
Gentle America?

"I want a kinder, gentler Amer- 
ica", said George Bush, after one 
of the most negative campaigns in 
history. Bush’s ability to keep that 
promise will depend on the extent 
to which he is willing to distance 
himself from Reagan's policies. 

Many existing problems indi- 
cate more callousness than kind- 
ness: Around 13 percent of the 
population lives below the poverty 
line. One in three black Americans 
are poor. The industrial working 
class and the farmers are being 
eradicated. Four million citizens 
are homeless. In Central America, 



the U.S. is currently involved in 
Low Intensity Conflict (generic 
name for terrorism) in El Salvador 
and Nicaragua. The U.S. refuses 
to sanction South Africa. Social 
Programs are being cut to the 
bone so that the defense budget 
can continue to take 55 cents out 
of every tax dollar. (It is important 
to have the ability to destroy the 
world 75 times, because the Sovi- 
ets have the power to destroy it 80 
times.) Almost no effort has been 
made to clean up toxic or nuclear 
waste. Federal forest land has 
been leased to corporations for 
mining and lumbering. The CIA 
has dealt often with drug dealers. 
For the sake of brevity, the litany 
will end on that not. 

There are two points that need 
to be made about Bush’s goal.

The Chaplain's Corner

Some Advent Lore 

As all Christians who practice 
their religion know, we are now in 
the middle of the Advent Season 
not quite half-way to Christmas. 

The history and the mystique 
surrounding Advent are hundreds 
of years old, with roots extending 
from the 6th century, A.D. 

Here are some interesting facts 
about Advent: 

1. ) The 1st Sunday of Advent, 
even though it changes annually 
as tothedate, marks the first day of 
the Church Year; its 'New Year's 
Day', so to speak. For the year 
1988, the date was Nov. 27. 

2. ) The word 'advent' means 
'coming to' and refers to the fact of 
God’s coming to the world lc us 
humans as. a human being Him- 
self. Christians believe this is the 
first such event in human history. 

3. ) The Birth of Christ, referred 
to by all English-speaking Chris- 
tians as 'Christmas’, and old Eng- 
lish term, became a feast in the 
universal Church in the 5th cen- 
tury. The Council of Tours estab- 
lished Advent, consisting of 4 
weeks before Christmas, com- 
memorating the 4,000 years the 
world waited for the Birth of the 
promised Messiah, as an insepa- 
rable pari of the Christmas feast. 

4. ) Advent is a uniquely Chris- 
tian celebration. No other religion 
has a feast or religious season 
comparable. 

5. ) The 'spirit' of Advent con- 
sists of a 2-fold mindset: a.) cele- 
brating God's presence among us 
in human flesh, with an eye to the 
future & Second Coming or Christ 
at the end of human history, b.) a 
temperate sort of ‘penitential’ aura 
surrounds the season, when we 
contemplate the reason God-be- 
came-Man, viz. to make atone- 
ment for human sins and to give 
the most precious thing a human 
possesses in atonement, i.e. the 
life-blood of the body. 

6. ) There are many ways to 
celebrate Advent, and all are reli- 
gious, simply because there is no 
secular or 'worldly' way to do so. 
The Christian culture of a country 
always determines the manner. 



We, in mid-west America, with 
a heavy German Catholic back- 
ground, are familiar with 2 'centu- 
ries-old' Advent customs which 
began in Germany, i.e. the Advent 
Calendar and the Advent Wreath. 

a. ) The Advent Calendar - is a 
page-sized religious scene, with 
little windows incised in the facing 
on which are printed the numbers 
from 1 to 24. Beginning on Dec. 1 , 
the window corresponding to the 
date is 'opened' and a picture of 
something relating to the Christ- 
mas story is shown. On Dec. 24, 
Christmas Eve, the window, when 
opened, shows the familiar Crib 
Scene of the Child Jesus in the 
manger with Mary & Joseph 
nearby. 

b. ) The Advent Wreath, is rich in 
Christian symbolism, the green of 
the pine branches symbolizes 
‘hope’ and eternal life; the circle 
symbolizes eternity itself, 'a time of 
no time', never beginning and 
never ending; the color purple, a 
sign of our waiting for Christ with 
joyful anticipation (this is high- 
lighted by the 'pink' candle on the 
3rd Sunday of Advent); and 4 
candles, each commemorating a 
millennium before Christ’s birth. 

There is something even ore 
interesting about the Advent 
candles viz each were given a 
‘Name’ which points to a lesson to 
be learned & practiced that par- 
ticular week. These lessons were 
considered the proper way to pre- 
pare for Christmas. 

Here are the 4 names & les- 
sons: 

- The first week has the Proohet 
candle. The lesson - just as the 
people of God longed for the 
Messiahs promised in the writings 
of Isaiah, the O.T. prophet, so are 
we to be aware of the religious 
dimension of Christmas. We do 
this best by meditating on the lit- 
urgy readings of each Advent 
Sunday. 

- the second candle is called the 
Bethlehem candle. The lesson - 
our calling as Christians is to be of 
'service' to others. The role model, 
provided in the Christmas season, 
is the Innkeeper of Bethlehem, 
who shared his barn with Mary and 
Joseph so that Mary could bear 
her Son. 

- the third Sunday of Advent has 



been know for 1,000 years as 
'Gaudete . Sunday', i.e. (Rejoice) 
and is marked by the lighting of a 
'pink' candle, known as the 
Shepherd's candle. The lesson - 
'pink' or 'rose' is the liturgical color 
symbolizing 'joy' - and our role 
models to celebrate the birth of 
Christ with praise, wonder & joy 
are the Shepherds at Bethlehem 
who, St. Luke tells us, praised and 
glorified God for all they saw and 
heard. We can praise God best by 
making good use of our God-given 
abilities and talents. 

- the fourth and last candle, is 
called the Angel candle. The les- 
son - we are to be God's messen- 
gers to the people in our life, and 
like the Christmas Angel, are to 
announce God’s "Good News". 
One way to do this is to share our 
faith with someone - e.g. we can 
invite another person to come to 
Church with us. 

7.) There's a 7th and last obser- 
vation I'd like to share, h's a per- 
sonal opinion as to HOW we here 
on campus, in the scholarly aura of 
academe, can celebrate Advent. I 
think we can do it best if we use the 
college student preparing forf inals 
as a role modell 

"What?!”, you say. But read this 
rationale before dismissing this 
role model. The student preparing 
forfinals studies hard and gives up 
legitimate pleasures like movies, 
weekends home etc. so as to give 
time to to accomplish the purpose 
for which he/she came to college, 
i.e. to pass exams that measure 
knowledge which will intellectually 
prepare him/her to one day take 
the desired place in the profes- 
sional world. 

Now if you put this scenario 
within a spiritual dimension, then 
using the student preparing for 
finals as religious role model isn't 
far-fetched. Just consider the les- 
sons of the 4 Advent candles as 
'knowledge we must learn to get to 
heaven'; Then figure that the 
commitment and intensity of effort 
of a student preparing for exams 
as the king of effort & energy we 
should spend to acquire our 'Ad- 
vent knowledge', then everything 
begins to make some sense. 

The dynamics are the same; 
the goals differ ONLY in sub- 
stance, and the results of the re- 
wards are likewise the same, i.e. 
satisfying and self-fuKilling.

Sec- 
ond, it is apparent that the Ameri- 
can public does not really care 
about a kinder and gentler Amer- 
ica.
